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SECTION  II 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Council, 


Once  again,  I have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  my  report  on  the 
health  of  Hyde  during  1971* 

During  the  year  a Consultative  Document  oh  National  Health  Service 
reorganisation  was  published  in  May  hy  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security.  This  document  described  the  general  principles 
involved  in  the  unification  of  the  health  service  by  means  of  a 
comprehensive  two  tier  structure  embodying  regional  and  area  health 
authorities.  It  stated  clearly  that  the  boundaries  of  the  areas 
would  be  the  same  as  those  of  the  Counties  and  Metropolitan  Districts, 
it  stressed  the  importance  of  good  management  and  it  accepted  the 
clinical  freedom  of  those  who  provide  services  for  patients.  Since 
this  document  was  issued  we  have  had  a Y/hite  Paper  and  a Bill. 

This  impending  change  sounds  the  death  knell  for  the  old  fashioned 
post  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  is  replaced  by  a Community 
Physician  with  a wider  field  of  responsibility  but  whose  responsibilities 
are  to  some  extent  ill  defined  and  not  fully  understood.  The  work  of  the 
M.O.H.  has  gradually  changed  over  the  years  with  the  changing  pattern  of 
disease  and  in  his  new  metamorphosed  state  he  will  have  greater  opportunitie 
to  serve  his  other  medical  colleagues  and  the  community  especially  within 
the  framework  of  a new  administrative  structure.  One  appreciates  that 
the  changing  pattern  of  the  work  of  the  M.O.H.  has  weakened  the  strong 
links  that  existed  between  him  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  but 
I still  feel  that  in  the  new  organisation  it  would  be  a mistake  to 
destroy  completely  the  team  which  in  the  past  has  played  an  effective 
and  invaluable  part  in  the  control  of  infectious  disease  and  in 
improving  the  environment  of  our  towns  and  cities. 

During  1971  there  was  little  variation  in  the  number  of  births,  624 
compared  with  619  in  1970*  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births 
increased  to  9*077 from  8.4/^»  and  the  perinatal  mortality  fell  once  again 
this  year  to  26.00  per  1,000  births  compared  with  30*00  and  44*00  in  the 
previous  two  years.  The  number  of  deaths  in  1971  was  523  a reduction  of 
76  from  the  1970  figure,  even  so  this  gives  a higher  rate  of  14.O  per 
thousand  population  than  the  national  one  of  11.6.  7O/0  of  these  deaths 

occured  in  persons  over  the  age  of  65. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  as  indicated  by  the  notifications 
reached  an  all  time  low  - only  41  cases  were  recorded  the  biggest 
.offenders  being  measles  and  scarlet  fever. 

To  conclude,  may  I thank  the  Chairman  and  Health  Committee  for  their 
help  and  forebearance,  and  the  Health  Department  staff  for  all  their 
cheerful,  willing  and  expert  assistance  during  the  year.

The  adjusted  birth  rate  is  17.4  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

This  is  up  on  the  adjusted  birth  rate  for  1970  which  was  17.2  per  thousand 
but  is  well  above  the  national  rate  of  16,0  per  1,000,  Female  births 
exceeded  the  males  by  26  and  the  illegitimacy  ratio  was  9»07 % of  all  births.

INFANT  AND  PERINATAL  MORTALITY  RATES 


The  number  of  infants  who  died  under  the  age  of  12  months  was  20 
revealing  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  13  per  1,000  births.  There  were 
10  still-births  during  the  year  giving  a still-birth  rate  of  16  per  1,000, 
As  an  indication  of  the  risk  of  child-birth  it  is  useful  to  consider  the 
Peri-natal  mortality,  i.e,  still-births  plus  infant  deaths  in  the  first 
week  of  life.  With  this  standard  the  Hyde  figure  is  26,00  per  1,000. 
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SECTION  IV 


REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Hyde. 

Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  pleased  to  present  my  report  on  the  work  carried  out  in  this 
section  of  the  Health  Department  during  1971. 

Undoubtedly  the  Department’s  most  onerous  duties  lie  in  its  various 
activities  connected  with  Housing.  In  slum  clearance  212  unfit  houses 
have  been  represented  for  clearance  or  closure,  and  the  amount  of  repairs 
to  tenanted  houses  under  Qualification  Certificate  procedure,  to  owner- 
occupied  houses  as  a condition  of  mortgage  advance  under  the  Small  Dwelling 
Acquisition  Act  and  to  provide  a 15-year  Standard  where  Standard  Grant 
application  has  been  made,  in  a determined  way  under  the  Housing  Acts  is 
improving  the  condition  of  houses  in  the  Borough,  293  houses  having  been 
dealt  with  during  the  year. 

In  smoke  control,  works  of  adaptation  of  firegrates  h^s  proceeded 
during  the  year,  No. 8 Smoke  Control  Area  being  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  In  this  latter  Area  approximately  9^0 
private  and  9^0  Corporation-owned  houses  were  involved  and  here  in  the 
Council-owned  properties  advantage  has  been  taken  for  adaptation  at  the 
same  time  as  the  general  improvements  being  carried  out  to  the  houses. 

Slaughterhouse  meat  inspection  remains  at  approximately  250,000  pigs 
per  annum  slaughtered  by  Messrs.  T.  Wall  & Son  Limited. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  has  been  maintained  during  the 
year,  this  section  of  the  Health  Department  now  catering  for  increased 
bulk  of  refuse  as  a result  of  modern  packaging  and  smoke  control.  Full 
collection  of  bulky  articles  of  unwanted  furniture  is  a service  which  is 
now  being  used  more  frequently  by  the  public. 

Routine  inspections  of  food  premises  and  office  accommodation  and 
general  public  health  duties  still  provide  an  abundance  of  daily  bread- 
and-butter  work  not  omitting  to  mention  the  work  of  the  Rodent  Control 
Operative  and  the  free  service  for  dealing  with  rats  and  mice  in  domestic 
premises.  : 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to  Members  of  the  staff  of  all  sections 
of  the  Health  Department  for  loyal  help  and  co-operation.

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SECTION  V 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  is  supplied  by  Manchester  Corporation  (Woodhead  Supply) 
and  is  available  to  almost  every  dwelling  in  the  Borough  and  is 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  A new  service  reservoir  to 
replace  Pudding  Lane  reservoir  came  into  commission  in  1965. 

A local  supply  for  industrial  purposes  is  stored  in  small 
reservoirs  in  the  town  and  is  filtered  but  considered  unfit  for 
domestic  use  without  sterilisation. 

The  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  maintains  regular 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  of  drinking  water,  including 
examination  for  plumbosolvency. 

SEWAGE 


Reconstruction  to  extend  the  Sewage  Works  was  completed  in  1939 
involving  radial  flo w sedimentation  followed  by  bacteriological 
filtration  and  humus  treatment.  The  works  have  recently  required 
further  extension  to  accommodate  increased  industrial  flow  and 
overspill  development  in  the  Hattersley  area.  These  extensions 
include  sludge  digestion  as  part  of  the  treatment,  and  they  were 
completed  early  in  1966. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  Hyde  Corporation  Baths  were  opened  on  4th  May,  1899  and 
extended  in  1913.  Of  the  two  Swimming  Pools,  one  has  a capacity  of 
100,000  gallons  and  the  other  60,000  gallons.  There  are  also  two 
suites  of  Private  Baths  - Males  10  and  4 Shower  Units  and  Females 
4 5 and  1 Sauna  Unit  and  Sun-ray  Unit,  which  will  accommodate  75 
persons  a day.  All  the  evening  and  week-end  sessions  have  been  fully 
booked  over  the  year. 

A Municipal  Laundry  was  attached  to  the  Baths  in  1955?  and  completely 
re-equipped  in  196?  with  four  25  lbs  fully  automatic  washing  machines, 
two  high  speed  water  extractors,  two  25  lbs  and  on©  5^  Tbs  tumbler 
driers.  There  in  also  a 60  inch  ted  rotary  ironing  machine.  There 
are  also  four  sink  units  for  hand  washing  if  required, 

A fenced  in  play-area  is  attached  to  the  laundry. 

The  hew  heating  system  which  was  completed  in  1Q68  has  a Marshall 
Cleoverbrook  fully  automatic  oil  fired  boiler  and  provides  all  steam 
for  hot  water  and  heating  requirements. 
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The  Filtration  system  installed  in  1938  consists  of  two  horizontal 
Fulsome ter  Filters  with  a turnover  of  3“4  hours  for  each  pool.  Each 
pool  has  its  own  chlorinator  which  operates  the  breakpoint  system 
with  which  a free  chlorine  residual  of  2.5  p.p.m,  is  maintained.  The 
pool  water  is  tested  at  least  four  times  per  day  to  ensure  that  it 
complies  with  the  Ministry’s  minimum  standards. 

Twelve  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  with  satisfactory  results. 
No  B.  Coli  have  been  found  in  any  samples  taken  since  June,  1949* 

STnT'TNC  INSTRUCTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 

The  Swimming  Baths  are  extensively  used  by  Education  Departments 
fot1  the  teaching  of  swimming  to  scholars  in  Hyde,  Longdendale,  Bredbury 
and  Denton, 

Both  Swimming  Pools  arc  in  use  from  9 a#m«  to  4 p.m,  from  Monday 
to  Friday  inclusive  making  130  classes  per  week.  The  number  of  scholars 
who  attended  the  baths  during  the  1971  season  was  over  95>000,  Five 
qualified  instructors,  two  full  time  and  three  part  time,  assisted  by 
the  class  teachers  give  swimming  instruction.  Various  tests  of  ability 
are  carried  out  from  time  to  time.  The  test  aimed  at  by  most  children 
is  the  Amateur  Swimming  Association  Personal  Survival  Awards  and  also  the 
Royal  Life  Saving  Society  Awards,  The  moro  competent  swimmers,  on 
completing  several  survival  and  life  saving  tests,  are  awarded  free 
passes  for  a year. 

In  the  small  pool  14  classes  of  private  lessens  each  day  for  5 
year  olds  and  upwards  are  held,  for  which  there  is  a waiting  list  of 
600,  Special  "Learn  to  Swim"  crash  courses  are  run  during  the  school 
holidays,  at  which  1,900  children  attend. 

Lessons  are  held  twice  weekly  for  under  five  year  olds,  attended 
by  50  children  per  week. 

Three  "Learn  to  Swim"  lessons  per  week  are  held  for  adults. 

Special  lessons  for  handicapped  children  are  also  held  during  the 
lunch  breaks.

40  individual  cow  samples  were  taken  of  which  1 was  Brucella  positive. 

At  the  end  of  1971  there  were  six  dairy  herds  in  the  Borough  from 
which  milk  was  sold  raw  to  the  public,  of  which  two  are  accredited 
under  the  Brucellosis  (Accredited  Herds)  Scheme.

RODENT  CONTROL 

Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  the  Local 
Authority  is  responsible  for  inspecting  the  district  to  discover  rodent 
infestation.  The  inspection  and  treatment  of  business  premises, 
particularly  food  premises,  occupies  a large  proportion  o ' the  tiny*  of 
the  rodent  operative. 

In  addition,  much  work  has  been  done  in  treating  infestations  in 
private  dwell  in-,  s (this  work  being  carried  out  free  of  charge);  in 
inspecting  Local  Authority  property  and  treating  where  necessary. 

The  number  of  premises  found  to  be  infested  during  the  year  was  651 
(264  rats  and  381  mice).  Of  the  infestations  by  mice,  none  could  be 
classed  as  "serious".  A total  of  65I  treatments  was  carried  out  to  deal 
with  these  infestations,  and  the  number  of  visits  made  was  1483.

After  care  of  patients  discharged  from  hospital  within  the  District  has 
been  carried  out  during  the  period  and  in  this  respect  39  new  cases  were 
referred  from  the  Psychiatric  Unit,  Ashton  General  hospital. 

Domiciliary  supervision  of  subnormal  and  severely  subnormal  patients  has 
been  carried  out  within  the  district  and  half  yearly  reports  submitted  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer. 

ADULT  TRAINING  CHNTRG 

During  the  period  from  1st  January  to  31st  March  1971 » the 
average  daily  attendance  was  around  95" 9^*  included  in  this  figure  is  an 
average  daily  attendance  of  23  residents  irom  our  Hostel  at  Staly cringe 
(Staley  House). 


The  trainees  are  brought  to  the  Centre  by  motor  coach  at  the 
County’s  expense,  the  exception  being',  1 trainee  brought  for  four  days 
per  week  by  County  ambulance,  1 for  five  days  per  week  by  taxi  at  the 
expense  of  the  County  and  6 others  who  live  locally  and  find  their  own  way. 

There  was  one  transfer  from  the  Junior  Training  Gen  ore. 

The  work  done  by  the  trainees  during  this  period  has  been  much 
of  the  same  nature  as  previously,  supplied  from  the  following  sources. 

James  Ge.lt  of  Cheadle,  Redfem’s  Rubber  Works  of  Hyde,  James  forth  u Co.Locl. 

Hyde,  Cheadle  Royal  Industries  (carnival  hats),  Lady  Hoare  Jumble  Collections 
(bags  for  folding),  "Karrier"  Bags  of  Stockport  (carrier  bag  work) ^and  an  almost 
perpetual  supply  of  work  from  the  Merchant  Manufacturing  Co.Lin.  Oi  Glousop. 
Unfortunately,  the  work  from  James  North  has  now  ceased.  During  this  penoa  worm 
for  the  Trainees  from  outside  sources  has  been  considerably  reduced  and  new  contacts 
with  the  right  type  of  occupation  are  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  .hn. 

The  swimming  project  has  carried  on  throughout  the  winter  with 
approximately  10  trainees  attending  the  baths  each  week  alternately,  therefore, 

20  trainees  are  either  progressing  further  or  reinforcing  progress  achieve  . 

Staff  at  the  Centre  comprises  of  a Manager  (Male),  Deputy  lanageress 
(Female),  3 Instructors  (Female),  4 Instructors  (Hale). 
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May  I include  in  this  report  that  my  sincere  thanks  for 
the  help  and  co-operation  are  extended  to  my  divisional  Health  Office, 
ocnior  Officers  and  Staff  since  I took  over  the  duties  of  Ijanager  of  the 
Hyde  Adult  Training  Centre  in  1963. 


JUNIOR  TRAINING  CENTRE 

Prom  1st  January  to  31st  March  1971,  there  were  65  pupils 
attending  the  Junior  Training  Centre. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Health  Department  for  their  devoted 
attention  and  service  and  for  their  provisions  for  mentally  handicapped 
children,.  It  has  not  always  been  recognised  or  fully  appreciated  that 
it  was  the  Health  Department  who  realised  the  plight  of  the  mentally 
handicapped  and  their  families.  Locally,  a Church  Hall  in  Gee  Cross  was 
made  available  by  the  Health  Department  who  staffed  and  equipped  it  in  a 
moderate  manner. 

Parents  originally  brought  their  children  along  to  be  cared 
for  - occupied.  The  needs  of  the  children  were  obvious  and  the  Health 
Department  seconded  staff  to  the  National  Association  of  the  Mental  Health 
Teacher  Training  Courses  so  that  the  mentally  handicapped  could  be  educated. 

Eight  years  ago,  a new  purpose  built  Junior  Training  Centre 
was  erected  in  Grange  Road  South  for  64  children,  aged  3 - 16  years.  This 
included  a SiDecial  Care  Unit  for  the  multiply  handicapped  children. 

Many  thanks  to  the  Health  Department. 

The  transfer  to  education  has  been  smooth  and  effective,  and 
the  centre  is  now  re-named  Herne th  Grange  School. 


In  January,  the  children  enjoyed  an  outing  to  the  A.D.C. 
Cinema,  Ardwick  to  see  Humpty  Dumpty  on  Ice. 


During  March,  the  children  who  were  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Laing 
(Deputy  Headteacher),  Mrs.  Bradley  and  Hr.  T.  Dempster  a .Research  Student 
of  the  Hester  Adrian  Piesearch  Centre  at  Manchester  University,  had  a 
full  week  in  London,  where  they  visited  the  usual  places  of  interest. 

This  proved  to  be  a very  successful  and  enjoyable  holiday  for  the  children.

Inspections  have  been  made  of  the  Day  Nursery  at  Ashton  Brothers 
Carrfield  Kill,  Hyde.  This  Nursery  is  registered  to  have  56  children  and 
has  proved  satisfactory  in  all  respects. 
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
